While localities such as Campo- 
Leone and Cisterna have been ‘speci- 
fically identified in describing the 
depth of the Allied penetration, the 
oficial description of the bridge- 
head, states this correspondent, is 
over 14 miles long, with Anzio as 
the centre, and has an average 
depth of eight miles. 

Un the main Allied front, where 
General Clark’s' new thrust has 
pierced the ‘‘ Gustav Line,” Ameri- 
cans and French are advancing side 
by side north of Cassino towards 
the inland road to Rome, the Via 
Casilina. Americans made the 
break-through in very savage fight- 
ing, involving heavy casualties on 
both sides. The Americans accom- 
plished the task of smashing through 
what the Germans thought were in- 
vulnerable positions in three days 
of very bloody fighting.

Correspondents then asked, 
“Tí the Russian sub-divisions were 
successful, would he favour diplo- 
matic sovereignty for each of the 
forty-eight States in the United 
States?” Mr Hull replied that he 
had not yet come-to that subject. 

Some Washington observers regard 
Russia’s plan as the first actual 
step to establish the nucleus of a 
post-war ‘‘ United States of 
Europe.” The same sources, states 
Reuter, discounted the theory that 
the Soviet Government is seeking 
to obtain sixteen votes at the con- 
ference table. ‘‘If such were the 
case, the United States and Latin 
American Republics could easily 
establish sixty-eight votes.” 

The Scviet. reorganisation is re- 
garded by constitutional experts in 
Ottawa, according to a Associated 
Press message, as a studied move to 
place the Russian federaticn as 
nearly as possible “on all fours” 
with the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. One authority said that 
on paper this plan will give the 16 
republics as complete independence 
as is now enjoyed by the self- 
governing Dominions.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH. TIMES.

It has a 
dynamism entirely its own, an in- 
fluence wholly pernicious in the 
community 's development. Teemin 
city slum centres, for example, can- 
not be cleared because’ the 
depressed classes involved could not 
submit to the tax levied by the 
company of the privilege of, living 
on the city outskirts. A transport 
company can crib and stunt a city 
and its people. 

To in ahaigpe to the solution of 
this problem one has only to realise 
that transport is no less necessary 
than running water, sewerage, or 
artificial light. These things are 
“free,” which means that they are 
charged for according to the valua- 
tion of property, The services are 
universal and one can use them as 
much or as little as one likes. There, 
then, you have the solution of the 
municipal transport problem. We 
must provide a ‘bus service that is 
comletely free to all the eitizens and 
maintained out of the Corporation's 
revenues. The present system must 
obviously be changed and a free ser- 
vice would be much better than the 
only other solution—a flat rate for 
all journeys. What would the free 
system mean in terms of money? 
Why, nothing to scare anybody. 
The Corporation’s annual income is 
of the order of £5,500,000, of which 
some £2,200,000 is raised from rates; 
the rate beir 
in the pound, the valuation is also 
about. £2,200,000. In 1943 .the 
Dublin Transport Company collected 
£1,000,000 approximately in fares. 
Of this sum, it is safe to assume 
that £250,000 represents either profit 
or charges that would not arise if 
the concern were owned by the 
municipality. If we assume that it 
would cost the Corporation £750,000 
to provide a similar service, it would 
mean about 7/6 extra on the rates. 
Is that too much? Consider an 
average man who lives in a house 
of £20 valuation; he has a wife and 
four school-going children, and he is 
in a two-penny fare situation, The 
man spends 8d, on fares himself, the

While portions in some places are 
smaller than those served in Dublin, 
the cost of meals is no greater in 
Belfast than in the South. One well- 
known café, indeed, offers better 
value than anything I know in 
Dublin. 

For 1s, 10d. 1 had excellent soup, 
meat, delightfully cooked vegetables 
and. sweet. in the same place, on 
another occasion, I had a satisfying 
vegetarian lunch for ls. 6d. The 
establishment is owned by a man 
who aiso runs a comfortable hote 
in Dublin. i
